U.& charges WikiLeaks founder with publishing c la ssified info

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 

case with significant First 
Amendment implications, 
the U.S. filed new charges 
Thursday against WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange, 
accusing him of violating 
the Espionage Act by pub¬ 
lishing secret documents 
containing the names of 
confidential military and 
diplomatic sources 
The Justice Department's 
18-count superseding in¬ 
dictment alleges that As¬ 
sange directed former 
Army intelligence analyst 
Chelsea Manning in one of 
the largest compromises of 
classified information in U.S. 
history. It says the WikiLe¬ 
aks founder, currently in 
custody in London, dam¬ 


aged national security by 
publishing documents that 
harmed the U.S. and its aI- 
liesand aided itsadversar- 
ies. 

The case comes amid a 
Justice Department crack¬ 
down on national security 
leaksand raised immediate 
fear among news media 
advocates that Assange's 
actions — including solicit¬ 
ing and publishing classi¬ 
fied information — are in¬ 
distinguishable from what 
traditional journalists do on 
a daily basis. Those same 
concerns led the Obama 
administration Justice De¬ 
partment to balk at bring¬ 
ing charges for similar con¬ 
duct.

Assange's lawyer, Barry Pol¬ 
lack, said Thursday that the 
"unprecedented charges" 
against hisclient imperil "all 
journalists in theirendeavor 
to inform the public about 
actions that have been 
taken by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment." The Reporters Com¬ 
mittee for Freedom of the 
Press called the case a 
"dire threat" to media free¬ 
dom, and the American 
Civil Liberties Union said it 
was the first time in history a 
publisher was charged for 
disclosing truthful informa¬ 
tion. 

But Justice Department 
officials sought to make 
clear that they believed 
Assange's actions weren't 
those of a journalist, though 
they declined to discuss 
the policy discussions that 
led to the indictment. 
'Julian Assange is no jour¬ 
nalist," said Assistant Attor¬ 
ney General John Demers, 
the Justice Department's 
top national security offi¬ 
cial. "No responsible actor 

— journalist or otherwise 

— would purposely publish 
the names of individuals 
he or she knew to be con¬ 
fidential human sources in 
war zones, exposing them 
to the gravest of dangers." 


Schary Terwilliger, the U.S. 
Attorney in Alexandria, Vir¬ 
ginia, where the case was 
brought, said Assange was 
changed with illegally solic¬ 
iting classified information 
and not simply publishing 
it. He said that though the 
indictment alleges that 
he published hundreds of 
thousands of documents, it 
changes him with disclosing 
only a "narrow set of docu¬ 
ments" re la ted to the identi¬ 
ties of confidential sources. 
,r The indictment alleges 
that Assange knew that his 
publication of these sourc¬ 
es endangered them," he 
said. 

Prosecutors sought 

throughout the document 
to make a distinction be¬ 
tween what Assange did 
as the founder and "public 
face" of WikiLeaks and the 
work of journalists 
They noted, for example, 
that he promoted his site 
to a convention of Euro¬ 
pean hackers and pub¬ 
lished a list of the classified 
information he sought as 
'The Most Wanted Leaks 
of 2009." They described 
how Assange worked with 
Manning to improperly ac¬ 
cess Defense Department 
computers to gain access 
to thousands of pages of 
material and encouraged

her as she delved through 
data basesfor information. 
Prosecutors also say the 
danger wasn't just to the 
U.S. government, but to 
people who worked with it. 
Reports from the wars in 
Afghanistan and Iraq pub¬ 
lished by Assange included 
the na mes of Afg ha ns a nd 
Iraqis who provided infor¬ 
mation to American and 
coalition forces, while the 
diplomatic cables he re¬ 
leased exposed journalists, 
religious leaders, human 
rights advocates and dis¬ 
sidents in repressive coun¬ 
tries. 

Assange said in an August 
2010 interview that it was 
"regrettable" that sources 
disclosed by WikiLeaks 
could be harmed, accord¬ 
ing to the indictment. 

Later, after a State De¬ 
partment legal adviser in¬ 
formed him of the risk to 
"countless innocent indi¬ 
viduals" compromised by 
the leaks, Assange said 
he would work with main¬ 
stream news organizations 
to redact the names of 
individuals WikiLeaks did 
hide some names but then 
published 250,000 cables 
a year later without hid¬ 
ing the identities of people 
named in the papers. 
WikiLeaks played a cen¬ 
tral role in special counsel 
Robert Mueller's investiga¬ 
tion into possible coordi¬ 
nation between the Trump 
campaign and Russia, hav¬ 
ing published Democratic 
emails that were hacked 
by Russian intelligence of¬ 
ficers. The allegations in 


Thursday's indictment are 
entirely separate from that 
episode. 

The new Espionage Act 
charges go far beyond an 
initial indictment against 
Assange made public last 
month that accused him 
of conspiring with Manning 
to cracka Defense Depart¬ 
ment computer password. 
First Amendment aside, the 
indictment poses a sec¬ 
ondary ethical question 
for journalists. News orga¬ 
nizations around the world 
widely used the Manning 
material, which provided 
previously unavailable in¬ 
formation a bout the Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay detention 
center, the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and interna¬ 
tional diplomacy. Many 
reporters found the docu¬ 
ments that he released in¬ 
herently newsworthy. 

'These unprecedented 
charges demonstrate the 
gravity of the threat the 
criminal prosecution of Ju¬ 
lian Assange poses to all 
journalists in theirendeavor 
to inform the public about 
actions that have taken by 
the U.S. government," said 
Pollack, Assange's lawyer. 
Justice Department offi¬ 
cials mulled charges for As¬ 
sange following the docu¬ 
ments' 2010 publication, 
but ultimately decided that 
it could be hard to justify 
charging him with actions 
that more conventional 
journalists take. 

The posture changed in the 
Trump administration, with 
former Attorney General 
J eff Sessions in 2017 calling 


Assange's arrest a priority. 
Attorney General William 
Ban-paused forseveraI sec¬ 
onds at his confirmation 
hearing when asked if his 
Justice Department would 
ever jail journalists, finally 
saying there were scenari¬ 
os when he could envision 
itasa last resort. 

A senior Justice Depart¬ 
ment official, who spoke 
on condition of anonym¬ 
ity Thursday to discuss the 
prosecution, said the case 
had been "looked at by 
a number of prosecutors" 
and prosecutors reached 
the point "where we be¬ 
lieved we had assembled 
the best case that we 
could." 

Assange, 47, is in custody in 
London afterbeing evicted 
from the Ecuadorian Em¬ 
bassy in April. The U.S. is 
seeking his extradition. 
Manning, who was con¬ 
victed in military court for 
providing a trove of classi¬ 
fied documents to WikiLe¬ 
aks, is currently in a north¬ 
ern Virginia jail on a civil 
contempt charge. Man¬ 
ning spent two months in 
the Alexandria Detention 
Center beginning in March 
after she refused to testify 
to a grand jury investigat¬ 
ing WikiLeaks Manning has 
said she believes prosecu¬ 
tors want to question her 
about the same conduct 
for which she was con¬ 
victed at her court-martial. 
She served seven years of 
a 35-year military sentence 
before receiving a commu¬ 
tation from then-President 
Ba rac k Obama.□ 
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US withdraws train crew proposal that came after explosions

BILLINGS, Mont. (AP) — The 
Trump administration said 
"Thursday it was withdraw¬ 
ing a proposal for freight 
trains to have at least two 
crew members, nullifying 
a safety measure drafted 
under President Barack 
Obama in response to ex- 
plosionsof crude oil trains in 
the U.S. and Canada. 

A review of accident data 
did not support the no¬ 
tion that having one crew 
member is less safe than 
multi-person crews, Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation of¬ 
ficials said. "The withdrawal 
also seeks to pre-empt 
statesfrom regulating crew 
sizes. 

"The 2016 proposal fol¬ 
lowed oil train derailments 
including a runaway oil 
train in 2013 that derailed, 
exploded and killed 47 
people while levelling 
much of the town of Lac 
Megantic, Canada. Other 
derailments of trains car¬ 


rying oil and ethanol have 
occurred in North Dakota, 
Oregon, Montana, Illinois, 
Virginia and other states 
Under Obama, regulators 
concluded that having two 
or more crew members 
would be worth the extra 
cost even if it prevented a 
single accident. 

"The rail industry, which long 
maintained that crew re¬ 
quirements were unneces 
sary, cheered "Thursday's 
move. 

But a representative for 
a rail workers union said 
it would put the public at 
greater risk by removing a 
safeguard against acci¬ 
dents Most trains currently 
operate with at least two 
c rew members but without 
a government regulation 
there's no guarantee that 
would continue indefinitely. 
"If railroads would start 
running single person op¬ 
erators, there's nobody up 
there to interact to make 
sure everything is done 
right," said John Risch, leg¬ 


islative affairs director for 
SMART Transportation Divi¬ 
sion, a rail workers union. 
'The government has es 
sentially said we're not go¬ 
ing to provide anyoversight 
whatsoever. Whatever the 
railroads want to do, they 
can do,"Risch said. 

The Federal Railroad Ad¬ 
ministration said in a state¬ 
ment that the rail industry 
has "maintained a strong 
safety record in the ab¬ 
sence of regulation on this 
issue." 

The statement also said a 
crew staffing rule would 
have would have been "an 
unnecessary obstacle" to 
future innovation in the in¬ 
dustry. 

"Thursday's withdrawal 
marks the latest rollback 
since President Donald 
Trump took office of safe¬ 
ty rules adopted under 
Obama in the face of op¬ 
position from the energy 
and transportation indus¬ 
tries 

"The administration this 


month eased inspection 
requirements for offshore 
oil and gas drilling put in 
place after the deadly 
2010 BP DeepwaterHorizon 
explosion and oil spill. And 
transportation officials had 
earlier rescinded a require¬ 
ment for more advanced 
electronic brakes for trains 
hauling crude and other 
hazardous fuels 
Railroad company repre¬ 


sentatives said the with¬ 
drawn crew rule would 
have locked them into 
crew sizes at a time when 
the industry is expanding 
the use of new technolo¬ 
gies such as positive train 
control. "Those are com¬ 
puter-based systems that 
can automatically stop 
trains to prevent accidents 
caused by high speed or 
collisions.^

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Plunging ahead despite 
paralyzing partisanship in 
the nation's capital, senior 
lawmakers of both parties 
Thursday proposed leg¬ 
islation to tackle surprise 
medical bills and other 
concerns, from prescription 
drug costs to uneven vac¬ 
cination rates 
The draft bill from Sens La¬ 
mar Alexander, R-Tenn., 
and Patty Murray, D-Wash., 


echoesa time when health 
care issues often led to 
dialogue and coopera¬ 
tion between political par¬ 
ties. Alexander chairs the 
Health, Education, Labor 
and Pensions committee, 
while Murray is the ranking 
Democrat. 

"We can make progress 
when both sides are atthe 
table ready to put patients 
and families first," Murray 
said in a statement. Alex¬ 
ander said he wants to 
bring the bill to the Senate 
floor in J uly and get legis¬ 
lation on President Donald 
Trump's desk. 

But with Trump threatening 
to halt all cooperation with 
Democrats unless House 
Democrats stop investigat¬ 
ing him, the outlook is un¬ 
clear. Alexandersays his bill 
represents "common sense 
steps" — more than 30 spe¬ 
cific ideas— thatare read¬ 
ily achievable. 

"Surprise medical bills" are 
the shockingly high charg¬ 
es insured patients can get 
hit with when a hospital or 
doctorisnot in their insurers' 
network. Earlier this month, 
Trump held a White House 
event to declare hiseager- 
nessto sign a fix into law. 
The Alexander-Murray leg¬ 
islation would protect pa¬ 
tients by limiting their finan¬ 
cial responsibility to their 
own plan's in-network rates, 
when they receive emer¬ 
gency care at an out-of¬ 
network hospital, or when 
an out-of-network clinician 
provides services at an in- 
network facility. 

But the legislation remains 
a work in progress, since 


lawmakers still have to 
figure out how hospitals, 
doctors and insurers would 
settle the costs among 
themselves Insurers and 
employers who sponsor 
workplace coverage favor 
a set formula for calculat¬ 
ing fees, while hospitals 
and doctors are calling for 
arbitration. 

Alexander and Murray 
have plenty of company 
on surprise medical bills, 
since lawmakers in both 
chambers of Congress 
have advanced various 
proposals. A lobbying war 
has broken out between 
insurers and employers on 
one side, and hospitalsand 
doctors on the other, over 
how to determine pay¬ 
ments once patients are 
no longer liable forout-of- 
networkcare. 

On prescription drugs, the 
bill includesa smorgasbord 
of measures aimed at indi¬ 
rectly lowering drug prices 
But none of the proposals 
would require drugmakers 
to lower their prices or au¬ 
thorize the government to 
negotiate betterdeals. 
Instead, several sections 
of the bill would discour¬ 
age industry tactics long 
used to delay the launch 
of lower-priced generic 
medications For instance, 
branded drug manufac¬ 
turers routinely file frivolous 
petitions with the Food 
and Drug Administration 
against potential generic 
competitors, often delay¬ 
ing theirentry to the market 
for months The bill would 
empower the FDA to ig¬ 
nore such petitions^ 
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APNewsBreak: Police won'tfightCalifornia use-of-force bill

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— Two major law enforce¬ 
ment organizations have 
dropped their opposition 
to California legislation 
that strengthens standards 
for when officers can use 
deadly force, a shift that 
followed changes to the 
measure. 

Spokesmen for organiza¬ 
tions representing Califor¬ 
nia police chiefs and rank- 
and-file officers to Id The As¬ 
sociated Press on Thursday 
that they won't fight the 
measure. It was prompted 
by public outrage over fa¬ 
tal police shootings, includ¬ 
ing the killing of unarmed 
vandalism suspect Stephon 
Clark in Sacramento last 
year. 

The measure would barpo- 
lice from using lethal force 
unless it is "necessary" to de¬ 
fend against an imminent 
threat of death or serious 
bodily injury to officers or 
bystanders. 

That's a change from the 
current standard, which 
lets officers kill if they have 
"reasonable" fear they or 
others a re in imminent dan¬ 
ger. The threshold made 
it rare for officers to be 
charged following a shoot¬ 
ing and rarerstillforthemto 
be convicted. 


"With so many unneces¬ 
sary deaths, I think every¬ 
one agrees that we need 
to change how deadly 
force is used in California," 
said Democratic Assem¬ 
blywoman Shirley Weber 
of San Diego, who wrote 
the measure. 'We can now 
move a policy forward that 
will save lives and change 
the culture of policing in 
California." 

Law enforcement officials 
did not immediately ex¬ 
plain their decision. But a 
revised version of the bill 
filed Thursday drops an ex¬ 
plicit definition of "neces¬ 
sary" that was in the origi¬ 
nal. The deleted language 
said officerscould open fire 
when there is "no reason¬ 
able alternative." 

The amended measure also 
makes clear that officers 
are not required to retreat 
or back down in the face 
of a suspect's resistance 
and officers don't lose their 
right to self-defense if they 
use "objectively reasonable 
force." 

Amendments also strip out 
a specific requirement that 
officers try to de-escalate 
confrontations before us¬ 
ing deadly force but allow 
the courts to consider offi¬ 
cers' actions leading up to 
fatal shootings, said Peter 
Bibring, police practices 


director for the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Cali¬ 
fornia, which proposed the 
bill and negotiated the 
changes. 

"By requiring that officers 
use force only when nec¬ 
essary and examining their 
conduct leading up to use 
of force, the courts can still 
consider whether officers 
needlessly escalated a situ¬ 
ation orfailed to use de-es¬ 
calation tactics that could 
have avoided a shooting," 
he said. 

Even with the changes, the 
ACLU considers the mea¬ 
sure to have the strongest 
language of any in the U.S. 
Democratic Gov. Gavin 
Newsom and Democratic 
leaders in the Legislature 
backed the revised version, 
which is set fora n Assembly 
vote next week. Newsom 
called it "an important bill, 
one that will help restore 
community trust in ourcrim- 
ina I justice system." 

Law enforcement oppo- 
nentsblocked passage ofa 
similar measure introduced 
last year after police killed 
Clark, an unarmed black 
man, setting off intense 
protests. The Peace Offi¬ 
cers Research Association 
of California, which repre¬ 
sents rank-and-file officers, 
and the California Police 
Chiefs Association both 


Police: Mystery man pulling

Police on Thursday re¬ 
leased images and video 
of a man they say rode 
on the outside ofa car for 


several stops before en¬ 
tering the car and pulling 
its emergency brake and 
fleeing. 

It happened on a north¬ 
bound 2 train at the 14th 
Street and Seventh avenue 
station during the Tuesday 
evening rush hour. 

Police saythere have been 
about 40 similar incidents. 


They began in February, 
continued in March and 
increased in frequency in 
April and May. 

Police believe the brake 
pulling prankster is using a 
key to gain access to an 
unoccupied motorman 
car, where he is able to 
engage the emergency 
brake.Q

removed their opposition 
and moved to neutral posi¬ 
tions The groups were the 
key law enforcement ne¬ 
gotiators with Weberis of¬ 
fice and the ACLU. 

Law enforcement organi¬ 
zations are backing a re¬ 
lated Senate measure that 
would seta national prece¬ 
dent by creating statewide 
guidelines on when officers 


can use lethal force and 
requiring that every officer 
be trained in ways to avoid 
opening fire. 

The proposed changes 
have spawned emotional 
testimony both from those 
who have lost loved ones in 
confrontations with police 
and from officerswho have 
been involved in shootings 
on the job.Q 
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Older Americans more likely to cite workplace discrimination

CHICAGO (AP) — Are older 
workers being discriminat¬ 
ed against on the job? "fhe 
answerappearsto depend 
on the age of the person 
asked. 

About half of Americans 
think there's age discrimi¬ 
nation in the workplace, 
according to a poll by The 
Associated Press-NORC 
Centerfor Public Affairs Re¬ 
search. 

But there's a split by age. 
Ihe poll finds 60% of adults 
age 60 and over say older 
workers in the U.S. are al- 
waysoroften discriminated 
against, while 43%of adults 
younger than 45 say the 
same. 

"I just think they're not really 
aware of it," says Wendy 
Sachs, 48, an author and 
speaker. She often has dis¬ 
cussed herown experienc¬ 
es with age discrimination 
applying forand working at 
New York City startup com¬ 
panies. 

Federal law bars age dis¬ 
crimination in employment. 
Yet three-quarters of adults 
60 and older — and 65% 
of those between ages 45 
and 59 — say they believe 
theirage putsthemata dis¬ 
advantage when looking 
for work. One in 10 adults 
60 and over and about 2 
in 10 of those age 45 to 59 
say they have been passed 
over for a raise, promotion 
or chance to get ahead 
specifically because of 
theirage. 

'They look at you kind of 
strange as you apply for 
a job. And I immediately 
know 'Oh, well, I'm not go¬ 
ing to get hired,"'says Kevin 
Kusinitz. The 63-year-old 
New Yorkerspent years be¬ 
ing rejected from jobs for 
which he felt overqualified 
after an August 2012 layoff. 
Kusinitz now works a few 
dayseach weekasa back¬ 
ground actorin moviesand 


television shows through 
Central Casting New York, 
and he says his wife "makes 
a good salary"to help sup¬ 
port them. But after his ini¬ 
tial layoff at 56, he says he 
spent years unsuccessfully 
trying to land a job. 

He believes his age was 
a primary reason his job 
search failed to gain trac¬ 
tion. As he filled out one 
particular online applica¬ 
tion, he wasasked to select 
his birth year from a drop 
down menu. He discov¬ 
ered the menu didn't go 
back far enough for him to 
enteran accurate date. 

"I think it only went back to 
the 1970s. I thought 'Wow, 
I'm not even in the drop¬ 
down range. I really am 
old,"'he says. 

By comparison, younger 
adults are more likely to 
think their age puts them 


at an advantage. Nearly 
half of those under 30 and 
about one-third of those 
age 30 to 44 say they feel 
theirage is a benefit. 
Sachsapplied fora handful 
of startup jobs in New York 
about five years ago. She 
says she was often com¬ 
peting against 20-some- 
things for positions and 
was at times made to feel 
like an outsider because of 
her age. She recounts one 
awkward exchange with 
a younger hiring manager 
who dismissed the physical 
resume she'd brought to 
her interview, instead insist¬ 
ing on a digital copy. 

Sachs eventually landed 
a position but was let go 
shortly thereafter. She says 
she was led to believe her 
experience commanded 
too high a salary and that 
younger, less experienced 


workers would fill her role 
for less pay. 

Meanwhile, the survey 
shows 75% of women over 
45 say theirage puts them 
at a disadvantage when 
looking forwork, compared 
with 65%of older men. 

"For women, we see an 
early onset (cases of age 
discrimination), and the dis¬ 
crimination is much more 
severe," says Patric k Button, 
an assistant economics 
professor at Tulane Univer¬ 
sity. "I think there is a lot of 
sexism in aging." 

Button and his fellow re¬ 
searchers mocked up 
and distributed more than 
40,000 fake job applica¬ 
tions to online postings. 
They found that resumes 
designed to look like they 
belonged to an older ap¬ 
plicant, particularly an old¬ 
er female applicant, were 


less likely to geta call back. 
'There's some evidence of 
age discrimination against 
men, but more so men at 
retirement age ratherthan 
men at age 50," Button 
says. 

The federal Age Discrimi¬ 
nation in Employment Act 
bars discrimination in the 
workplace on the basis of 
age. A recent decision by 
the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Chicago said 
that only current employ¬ 
ees can be protected by 
certain elements of the 
statute, effectively loosen¬ 
ing the restrictions on em¬ 
ployers screening older 
individuals out of their ap- 
plicantpool. "Hiring discrim¬ 
ination — you almost never 
have any proof. If you think 
about how people lookfor 
jobs these days, it's almost 
all online," says Laurie Mc¬ 
Cann, a senior attorney at 
the AARP Foundation. 'You 
send your resume off into 
a black hole. Maybe you 
receive a reply that thanks 
you for your application, 
but you have no idea why 
you were screened out or 
who got the job ahead of 
you. It's very hard to prove." 
Even as most older adults 
say older workers face dis¬ 
crimination at work, 21% of 
adults 60 and over do say 
they feel more respected 
at work because of their 
age. The survey also finds 
only about 1 in 10 of adults 
over 60 are worried about 
their a bility to do their job. 
William Moore, a 77-year- 
old resident of Washington 
state, says he began work¬ 
ing at an Enterprise Rent-a- 
Car outfit after retiring as a 
mechanic. 

'The only issue was, were 
you able to do the job. If 
you were doing it a little 
slower, OK, we do it slower," 
he says "I think (age dis¬ 
crimination) might be an is¬ 
sue in some jobs, but I didn't 
see it in mine.

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Runaway barges crash into 


Oklahoma dam and quickly sink

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — 

Two unmanned barges 
that broke loose on the 
swollen Arkansas River in 
Oklahoma crashed into a 
dam hours later and sank 
Thursday, and they didn't 
cause the structure to fail, 
whic h offic ia Isfea red mig ht 
happen. 

The barges carrying about 
3,800 pounds (1,725 kilo¬ 
grams) of phosphate fer¬ 
tilizer between them be¬ 
came unmoored Wednes¬ 
day night in the Port of 
Muskogee, which sitsatthe 
confluence of the Arkansas 
and two other rivers and is 
about 40 miles (65 kilome¬ 
ters) southeast of Tulsa. 

At some point, the vessels 
were caught and secured 
to trees a long the soggy riv- 
erbank, but they broke free 
again Thursday when the 
trees uprooted, said Trie ia 
Germany, a spokeswoman 
for the Muskogee County 
Emergency Management 
Agency. 

The barges eventually 
crashed into the dam near 
the town of Webbers Falls 
shortly before noon and 
quic kly sank. 

'They did a direct hit, they 
kind of turned a little bit," 
Germany said of the crash. 
Webbers Falls officials on 
Wednesday ordered the 
town's roughly 600 residents 
to evacuate due to the 
threat of flooding from the 
swollen river, which was at 
42 feet (12.8 meters) as of 
11:45 a.m. Thursday, ac¬ 
cording to the National 
Weather Service. That is 14 
feet (4.27 meters) above 
flood stage. LaterWednes- 
day, they sounded the 
alarm about the runaway 
barges on the town's Face- 
book page, warning they 
could hitthe lockand dam: 
"If the dam breaks, it will be 
catastrophic!! Leave now!!" 
The lock and dam didn't 
break, though the Army 


Corps of Engineers was go¬ 
ing to closely inspect them 
for damage, said Kenna 
Mitchell, a spokeswoman 
for the Oklahoma Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation. 
Two downstream bridges, 
including an Interstate 40 
bridge, remained closed 
after the crash until further 
notice. 

'We don't know how long 
that's going to be. Safety is 
the priority for this," Mitchell 
said. 

If the warning about the 
runaway barges seems 
alarmist, it shouldn't: Dur¬ 
ing Memorial Day week¬ 
end in 2002, a manned 
barge struck one of the 1-40 
bridge's supports, causing 
part of the bridge to col¬ 
lapse and killing 14 people 
whose vehicles plunged 
into the river. 

As for the fertilizer that was 
on the runaway barges, the 
amount that got into the 
rive r is sig n ific a nt b ut sho u Id 
dilute quickly because of 
the waterway's heavy flow, 
said Jay Wright, environ¬ 
mental programs manager 
for the Oklahoma Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental 
Management. 

"It's soluble in water. If it's 
exposed to the water, it's 
going to dissolve in the wa¬ 
ter," he said. 

The crash happened dur¬ 
ing a period of powerful 
storms in the central United 
States, including a system 
that spawned deadly tor¬ 
nadoes overnight. The wet 
weather has caused heav¬ 
ing flooding, and the threat 
from swollen waterways 
persists. 

On Wednesday, at least 
one unoccupied home 
fell into the Cimarron River 
near Crescent, Oklahoma, 
about 35 miles (55 kilome¬ 
ters) north of Oklahoma 
City, and erosion left sever¬ 
al homes hanging overthe 
swollen current.

way Patrol said 53-year-old

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UKs May delays Biexit bill, laces showdown on resignation

LONDON (AP) — Increas¬ 
ingly isolated, Prime Minister 
Theresa May backed down 
Thursday from plansto seek 
Parliament's support for a 
Brexit bill already rejected 
by much of her Conserva¬ 
tive Party, as expectations 
rose that she would cave in 
to demandsthat she resign 
and let a new leadertryto 
complete the U.K.'s stalled 
withdrawal from the Euro¬ 
pean Union. 

Conservative lawmakers 
have given May until Friday 
to announce a departure 
date or face a likely lead¬ 
ership challenge. Several 
British media outlets report¬ 
ed that she would agree 
to give up the prime minis¬ 
ter's post J une 10, sparking 
a Conservative leadership 
contest. 

Geoffrey Clifton-Brown, 
treasurer of the committee 
that oversees Conserva¬ 
tive leadership races, said 
that if May did not agree 
to leave, there would be 
"overwhelming pressure" 
for a no-confidence vote 
in her. 

If May does name an exit 
date, she will likely remain 
prime minister for several 
more weeks while Con¬ 
servative lawmakers and 
members vote to choose a 
successor. 

May's spokesman, James 
Slack, said she would still 
be in office when U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump comes 
to Britain for a June 3-5 
state visit. 

"She looks forward to wel¬ 
coming the president," he 


said. 

Conservative lawmakers 
increasingly see Mayasan 
obstacle to Britain's EU exit, 
although her replacement 
will face the same dilem¬ 
ma: a Parliament deeply 
divided over whether to 
leave the EU, and how 
close a relationship to seek 
with the bloc after it does 
Few doubt this is the end¬ 
game forMay'sterm, which 
has been consumed by 
Britain's decision to leave 
the EU. Senior Conserva¬ 
tives, including former For¬ 
eign Secretary Boris John¬ 
son and several members 
of her Cabinet, are already 
jockeying for position in the 


coming leadership race. 
With her authority draining 
away by the hour, May on 
Thursday delayed plansto 
publish the EU withdrawal 
bill — her fourth and likely 
final attempt to secure Par¬ 
liament's backing for her 
Brexit blueprint. 

House of Commons leader 
Andrea Leadsom — an¬ 
other likely contender — 
helped seal May's fate 
when she resigned late 
Wednesday, saying she 
could not support May's 
withdrawal bill. The draft 
contains measures aimed 
at winning support from 
the opposition, including a 
promise to let Parliament 


vote on whether to hold a 
new EU membership refer¬ 
endum. 

That concession, which 
could ultimately lead to 
Brexit being halted, wasthe 
final straw for many Con¬ 
servative lawmakers and 
ministers, who also balked 
at May's offer of a close 
customs relationship with 
the EU, which would limit 
Britain's trade autonomy. 
Leadsom said May's Brexit 
plan did not "deliveron the 
referendum result"that saw 
voters in 2016 opt to leave 
the EU. 

"No one has wanted you to 
succeed more than I have, 
but I do now urge you to 


make the right decisions in 
the interests of the country, 
this government and our 
party," Leadsom wrote in a 
resignation letterto May. 
May moved quickly Thurs¬ 
day to replace Leadsom 
with former Treasury minis- 
terMel Stride. 

But she also delayed the 
bill, which May previously 
said would be published 
Friday and put to a vote 
during the week of J une 3. 
On Thursday, the govern¬ 
ment only promised an "up¬ 
date" on the bill during that 
week. 

The political turmoil 
weighed on the pound, 
which fell to $1.2601 on 
Thursday, its lowest point 
against the dollar since 
eariyj anuary. 

May met Thursday with two 
of her most senior ministers, 
Foreign Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt and Home Secretary 
Sajid Javid, who under¬ 
scored Cabinet concerns 
about her bill. 

Slack said May was "listen¬ 
ing to colleagues' views" 
and still hoped to secure 
backing for her Brexit deal. 
But he said delivering Brexit 
had "proved more chal¬ 
lenging even than she had 
imagined." 

May became prime min¬ 
ister soon after the June 
2016 EU membership refer¬ 
endum and has spent her 
entire tenure trying to de- 
liveron that decision. 

She seemed close to suc¬ 
cess when she struck a di¬ 
vorce agreement with the 
EU late last year. □

Strong showing for pio-EU parties in Dutch EU vote

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP)— Pro-European Dutch 
parties were predicted 
Thursday to win most of the 
country's seats in the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament, with right- 
wing populist opponents of 
the European Union man¬ 
aging to take only four of 
the nation's26 seats. 

In a surprise forecast, the 
Dutch Labor Party of Eu¬ 
ropean Commission Vice 
President Frans Timmer¬ 
mans became the coun¬ 
try's biggest party in the 
751-seat European Parlia¬ 
ment, according to an Ip¬ 
so s exit poll. 

"What an unbelievable exit 
poll!"LaborleaderLodewijk 
Asschertold a gathering of 
cheering party faithful. 

The poll was published by 
Dutch national broadcast- 
erNOSafterpolling stations 
closed Thursday evening in 
Netherlands. Earlier in the 
day, Dutch and British vot¬ 
ers kicked off the first of four 
days of voting for the Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament in all of 
the EU's28 nations. 

Official results will only be 
announced after the last 
polling station in the EU 
closes late Sunday. 

The Dutch Labor party was 
forecast to win five seats, 
while the pro-European 
center right VVD of Dutch 
Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
gained one seat to win a 
total of fourseats. 

'There is a clear majority of 
people in the Netherlands, 
if you countthem altogeth¬ 
er, who want the European 
Union to continue playing 
a role in tackling problems 
that need to be solved," 


Timmermans told NOS, 
speaking from Spain. 
Timmermans is a broadly 
respected former Dutch 
foreign minister who is try¬ 
ing to become the next 
president of the European 
Commission. 

The Dutch right-wing popu- 
listgroup ForumforDemoc- 
racy was forecast by the 
Ipsos exit poll to win three 
seats in its first European 
elections, but those gains 
did n't primarily come at the 
expense of Europe's main¬ 
stream parties. Instead, it 
appeared they came from 
other populists The anti- 
Islam Party for Freedom 
led by firebrand lawmaker 
Geert Wilders lost three of 
its four EU seats, according 
to the poll. 

The splintered result echoes 
Dutch domestic politics: 
There are 13 parties in the 
150-seat national parlia¬ 


ment. 

The United Kingdom was 
the only other EU country to 
vote Thursday, even as the 
nation remained in politi¬ 
cal turmoil over its plans to 
leave the bloc altogether. 
No exit polls were expect¬ 
ed Thursday night from the 
UK voting. 

The electionscome assup- 
port is surging for populists 
and nationalists who want 
to rein in the EU's powers 
and strictly limit immigra¬ 
tion. Meanwhile, Europe's 
traditional political power¬ 
houses, both conservative 
and left-wing, insist that uni¬ 
ty is the best bufferagainst 
the shifting economic and 
security challenges posed 
by an emerging new world 
order. 

But populists across sev¬ 
eral countries have united 
to challenge those cen¬ 
trist forces. On Saturday, 


Italy's anti-migrant Interior 
Minister Matteo Salvini was 
joined at a rally by 10 other 
nationalist leaders, includ¬ 
ing far-right lea dens Wilders, 
Marine Le Pen of France's 
National Rally party and 
J oerg Meuthen of the Alter¬ 
native for Germany party. 
Wilders vowed to keep 
fighting the populist cause 
even after his party's pro¬ 
jected big defeat. 

'We had hoped for more 
seats," Wilders said in a 
statement. "But with one 
seat in the European Parlia¬ 
ment we will, together with 
our European friends, fight 
even harderagainstthe EU 
monster, Islam and mass- 
migration." 

Voters across Europe are 
electing 751 lawmakers, al¬ 
though that number is set 
to drop to 705 when Britain 
eventually leaves the EU. 
The U.K. has 73 European 


lawmakers, who would lose 
their jobs when their coun¬ 
try completes its messy di¬ 
vorce from the EU. Some of 
its seats will be reassigned 
to other EU member states. 
The British vote may have a 
direct impact on the future 
of embattled Prime Minister 
Theresa May, whose Con¬ 
servative Party appears to 
be losing support amid a 
prolonged Brexit impasse. 
Mayhastried but failed for 
months to get lawmakers 
in the British Parliament to 
back her plan to leave the 
EU. 

Both the Conservatives 
and Labour in Britain were 
predicted to be heading 
for an electoral pasting in 
Thursday's vote, due to the 
chaos over Brexit. Results of 
the vote will be announced 
Sunday night, and a poor 
showing for the Conserva¬ 
tives would increase the 
calls for May to step down 
as party leader, which 
would set in motion a lead¬ 
ership contest. 

Britain's Brexit party, led 
by Nigel Farage, has ap¬ 
peared to gain strength in 
recent voter surveys Far¬ 
age voted Thursday, then 
declared that he hopes to 
have the shortest possible 
tenure asa memberof the 
European Parliament be¬ 
cause he wants Britain to 
leave the EU as quickly as 
possible. 

"If you want Brexit, you've 
got to vote Brexit," he said, 
warning lawmakers from 
Britain's two major par¬ 
ties — Conservatives and 
Labour — that they will be

Tensions have soared in 
the Mideast recently as 
the White House earlier this 
month sent an aircraft car¬ 
rier and B-52 bombers to 
the region over a still-unex¬ 
plained threat it perceived 
from Iran. 

In Berlin, the Foreign Ministry 
said Political Director Jens 
Ploetner was to hold talks 
with Iran's Deputy Foreign 
MinisterAbbasAraghchi on 
Thursday to try salvage the 
nucleardeal signed in 2015 
in Vienna. The accord has 
steadily unraveled since 
the Trump administration 
pulled America out of the 
deal, re-imposed and es¬ 
calated U.S. sanctions on 
Tehran last year. 

The German envoy's visit 
also follows Iran's declara¬ 
tion earlier this month that 
the remaining signatories 
to the deal — Germany, 


France, Britain, China and 
Russia — have two months 
to develop a plan to shield 
Iran from American sanc¬ 
tions. 

'The situation in the Persian 
Gulf and the region, and 
the situation surrounding 
the Vienna nuclear agree¬ 
ment, is extremely serious," 
the German Foreign Minis¬ 


try said in an e-mail to The 
Associated Press. 'There is 
a real risk of escalation — 
including due to misunder¬ 
standings or an incident. 
In this situation, dialogue is 
very important." 

With Iran's 60-day deadline, 
the ministry said there is still 
a "window for diplomacy 
to persuade Iran to contin¬ 


ue its full compliance" and 
said Germany remains in 
close contact with the oth¬ 
er nations that have been 
struggling to keep the deal 
alive. 

The accord, intended to 
keep Iran from obtaining 
a nuclear weapon, prom¬ 
ised economic incentives 
in exchange for restrictions 


on Tehran's nuclear activi¬ 
ties Despite efforts so far 
by the others to keep the 
deal from collapsing, Iran's 
economy has been strug¬ 
gling and its cumeney has 
plummeted after the re¬ 
imposition of U.S. sanctions. 
Iran continued abiding by 
the stipulations of the deal, 
according to a February 
report by the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, 
though it expressed in¬ 
creasing frustration with the 
inability of the Europeans 
to provide economic relief. 
A new IAEA report is due 
out soon. 

Then on Monday, Iran an¬ 
nounced ithad quadrupled 
its production capacity of 
low-enriched uranium. Ira¬ 
nian officials made a point 
to stress that the uranium 
would be enriched only to 
the 3.67% limit set underthe 
nucleardeal, making it us¬ 
able fora power plant but 
far below what's needed 
foran atomic weapon. 

But by increasing produc¬ 
tion, Iran will likely soon 
exceed the stockpile limi¬ 
tations set by the nuclear 
accord, which would esca¬

NEW DELHI (AP) — Naren¬ 
dra Modi, India's charis¬ 
matic but polarizing prime 
minister, was headed Ihurs- 
dayfora landslide election 
victory, propelling his Hindu 
nationalist party to back- 
to-back majorities in par¬ 
liament for the first time in 
decades. 

With most of the votes 
counted, Modi's stunning 
re-election mirrored a 
global trend of right-wing 
populists sweeping to vic¬ 
tory, from the United States 
to Brazil to Italy, often on 
a platform promoting a 
tough stand on national 
security, protectionist trade 
policiesand putting up bar¬ 
riers to immigration. 

Ihe victory in India was 
widely seen as a referen¬ 
dum on Modi's Hindu-first 
politics that some observers 
say have bred intolerance 
toward Muslims and other 
religious minorities, as well 
as his muscular stance on 
neighboring Pakistan, with 
whom India nearly went to 
wareariierthis year. 

"India winsyetagain,"Modi 
exulted in a tweet. 

Election Commission data 
showed Modi's Bharatia 
Janata winning 158 seats 
and in the lead for 145 
more, which would cata¬ 
pult the party well beyond 
the simple majority in the 
545-member lower house 
of Parliament required to 
govern. Ihe results spelled 
another nail in the coffin of 
the main opposition Indian 
National Congress party, 
which picked up 31 seats 
and was lea ding in 21 other 
contests Its president, and 
the scion of modem India's 
most powerful political dy¬ 
nasty, personally conced¬ 
ed his seat to BJ P, signaling 
the end of a n era. Ihe fina I 
tally was not expected until 
Friday. 

Addressing thousands of 


party workers celebrating 
the outcome, Modi urged 
the world to "recognize In¬ 
dia's democratic power." 
He attributed the party's 
showing to his policies 
aimed at improving the lot 
of the nation's poor, includ¬ 
ing free medical insurance, 
relief for distressed farmers 
and a highly popular pro¬ 
gram to build 100 million 
toilets in a nation where 
basic sanitation remains a 
major problem. 

Ihe election victory was a 
resounding endorsement 
of the 68-year-old Modi, 
whose economic reforms 
have had mixed results but 
whose background asa so¬ 
cial underdog from a low¬ 
er-caste Hindu family clear¬ 
ly inspired some in India's 
highly stratified society, ap¬ 
pealing to tens of millions 
of Indians seeking upward 
mobility. Critics have said 
his Hindu-first platform risks 
exacerbating social ten¬ 
sions in the country of 1.3 
billion people. 

Since Modi led the Bharati¬ 
ya Janata Party to power 
in 2014, Hindu mobs have 


lynched dozens of Muslims 
and lower-caste Dalits — 
people in India's strict so¬ 
cial hierarchy once consid¬ 
ered "untouchable" — for 
consuming or slaughtering 
cows, which Hindus con- 
sidersacred. 

Modi has largely shown 
complacency toward ris¬ 
ing incidents of violence 
and discrimination against 
minorities, and to rhetoric 
like that of his party's presi¬ 
dent, who called mainly 
Muslim Bangladeshi mi¬ 
grants to India 'termites,"or 
one of BJ P'scandidatesfor 
parliament, who described 
peace activist Mahatma 
Gandhi's assassin as a "pa¬ 
triot." Activists, lawyers, 
journalists and academics 
have been harassed and 
even prosecuted under 
anti-terrorism and anti-sedi¬ 
tion laws that Human Rights 
Watch callsdraconian. 

But on the campaign trail, 
Modi seized on his personal 
narrative, presenting him¬ 
self as a self-made man 
with the confidence to cut 
red tape and unleash In¬ 
dia's economic potential, 


and labeling Congress par¬ 
ty president Rahul Gandhi 
as an out-of-touch mem¬ 
ber of the elite. This reso¬ 
nated in India, where an 
anti-corruption movement 
helped lead to the ouster 
of Congress partly for the 
perceived excesses of the 
Gandhi family, and for the 
bloated and inefficient bu¬ 
reaucracies Congress ran 
asthe ruling party for nearly 
a half-century after inde¬ 
pendence. 

Gandhi conceded defeat 
for his own parliamentary 
seat to his BJ P rival in Am- 
ethi, a constituency in 
the northern state of Uttar 
Pradesh that had for de¬ 
cades been a Congress 
party bastion. But Indian 
election rules allow candi¬ 
dates to run in more than 
one constituency, and 
Gandhi was ahead in the 
race for another seat he 
contested in the southern 
state of Kerala. 

Even before the election 
commission had released 
any official results, calls 
came in from around the 
world — U.S. President Don¬ 


ald Trump, Chinese Presi¬ 
dent Xi Zinping, Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanya¬ 
hu— rushing to congratu¬ 
late Modi. 

An estimated 600 million 
voters cast ballots in India's 
six-week polls, a testimo¬ 
ny to the vibrancy of the 
world's largest democracy 
just 72 years since India 
won independence from 
British colonial rule. 

Voters expressed confi¬ 
dence that Modi could 
jumpstart India's stalling 
economy, despite his poor 
first-term record and failure 
to deliver on his pledge to 
create jobs. 

The BJ P harnessed social 
media, including Twitter, 
where Modi has47.4 million 
followers, and WhatsApp to 
reach out to millions of sup¬ 
porters. 

Modi also capitalized on a 
suicide bombing in Kashmir 
in February that killed 40 In¬ 
dian soldiers. India retaliat¬ 
ed with airstrikesat alleged 
terrorist training camps 
in Pakistan, fanning the 
flames of nationalism and 
helping the BJ P turn voters' 
attention away from the 
flailing economy and onto 
ma tte rs of na tio na I se c u rity. 
Asvoteswere being count¬ 
ed across India, Pakistan's 
military said it successfully 
test-fired a long-range bal¬ 
listic missile capable of car¬ 
rying a nuclear warhead. 
Tensions with Pakistan 
"gave him the narrative 
he needed to counter all 
these allegations of non¬ 
performance, unemploy¬ 
ment and rural distress It 
reenergized him and en¬ 
abled him to reclaim his im¬ 
age asa strong leader In¬ 
dia needs at this juncture," 
political commentator Arti 
J erath said. 

The BJ P's performance "is 
absolutely stunning. Modi is 
the predominant leader in 
India today. □ 
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Cuba tries to revive its once-great railway network

HAVANA (AP) — Cuba's 
railway system is undergo¬ 
ing a major overhaul, with 
the government pushing 
a program to revamp the 
decrepit and aging net¬ 
work with new cars and 
locomotives in the hope of 
restoring a rail service that 
was once the envy of Latin 
America. 

Cuba's Ministry of Transpor¬ 
tation took possession on 
Monday of 80 new Chinese- 
made passenger cars, part 
ofa promised consignment 
of250railcarsand locomo¬ 
tives the island will receive 
by year's end. 

At the same time, the 
government is busy restor¬ 
ing and repairing rail lines 
throughout the island, 
some with rusting rails over¬ 
grown with weeds or bur¬ 
ied underdrifting dirt. 

But the overhaul will be 
challenging, govern¬ 
ment officials acknowl¬ 
edge, even with the new 
Chinese-made rail stock. 
The remaining equipment, 
much of it dating from 
1975, lies in disrepair on the 
sidesof railyardsasthe sys¬ 
tem has seen the number 
of passengers plunge in re¬ 
cent decades. Some elec¬ 


tric trains that provide local 
links are completely out of 
service because of aging 
equipment. 

And restoring 2,600 miles 
(4,200 kilometers) of track, 
communications lines and 
dozens of crumbling rail 
stations around the island 
will be a monumental task. 
Workers have been restor¬ 
ing Havana's main rail ter¬ 


minal, an eclectic structure 
built in 1912, with four floors 
and a mezzanine, for over 
10 yea rs. 

The station's platforms, 
which are nearly 1 kilome¬ 
ter (more than half a mile) 
long, recall a bygone age 
when train travel was a 
principle mode of transpor¬ 
tation, and the restoration 
has been a painstaking, 


and at times frustrating, 
process, government offi- 
cia Is say. 

Ricardo Cabrisas, vice 
president of the Council 
of Ministers, says the resto¬ 
ration is part of a broader 
effort to restore the island's 
rail system. 

"It's an ambitious plan that 
matches our long-range 
goals," Cabrisas remarked 


at the ceremony on the 
outskirts of Havana where 
the Chinese rail stock was 
offloaded from a cargo 
ship, adding the "effort is 
aimed at providing reliable 
transportation across the is¬ 
land." 

According to the Cuban 
Transportation Ministry, 
trains carried 6.7 million 
passengers in 2018, a sharp 
drop from almost 11 mil¬ 
lion passengers in 2004. 
The government hopes 
to increase ridership by 1 
million in 2019 on long dis¬ 
tance routes Train service 
to the far-eastem cities of 
Santiago, Holguin, Cama- 
guey and Guantanamo 
are heavily used by locals. 
The Havana-Santiago trip 
costs as little as 32 Cuban 
pesos each way, about 
$1.50, making train travel 
an affordable means of 
transport for many Cubans 
Cuba Railways General Di¬ 
rector Eduardo Hernandez 
says the new program is 
aimed at providing trans¬ 
portation to locals, but a Iso 
hopes to lure tourists with 
the new Chinese rail cars 
and locomotives, which

Brazil sues tobacco companies to rac overpublic health costs

RIO DEJANEIRO (AP) — To¬ 
bacco giant Philip Morris 
said Thursday that Brazil's 
courts have consistently 
ruled that tobacco com¬ 
panies are not liable for 
smoking-related health 
damages after the coun¬ 
try's attorney general filed 
a lawsuit seeking to recov- 
ercoststo the public health 
system in treating such ill¬ 
nesses 

The suit filed Tuesday 
against Philip Monis Inter¬ 
national and British Ameri¬ 
can Tobacco seeks to re¬ 
cuperate losses over the 
last five years for the treat¬ 
ment of 26 diseases with 
scientifically proven links to 
tobacco usage. It is the first 
of its kind in Latin America. 
In a statement, Philip Mor¬ 
ris responded by saying: "It 
is worth noting that for the 
past 20 years, courts in Bra¬ 
zil have consistently found 
that tobacco manufactur¬ 


ers are not liable for smok¬ 
ing-related damagesgiven 
that the sa le of c iga rettes is 
a legal, heavily regulated 
activity and thatthe health 
risks of smoking have been 
well-known fordecades" 

It said it had not yet been 
notified of the lawsuit so 
could not comment on 
specific allegations. 

A spokesperson from Brit¬ 
ish American Tobacco said 
the company was aware 
of the lawsuit but had not 
yet been served legal pro¬ 
ceedings so couldn't com¬ 
ment. 

In the suit, the attorney 
general's office said Philip 
Morris International and 
British American Tobacco 
and theirsubsidiariesare re¬ 
sponsible for 90% of Brazil's 
cigarette sales and manu¬ 
facturing. Brazil's Health 
Ministry estimates that the 
country loses the equiva¬ 
lent of $3.5 billion per year 


due to medical expenses 
and lost productivity from 
nicotine addiction. 

"Since the profit of this busi¬ 
ness is sent abroad, it's 
more than fair that these 
multinationals pay the bur¬ 
den they are leaving with 
Brazilian society," said Da¬ 
vid Bressler, a coordinator 
from a regional prosecu¬ 
tor's office. 

The U.S.-based Campaign 
for Tobacco-Free Kids 
called the case "historic" 
and said thatthe attorney 
general's office is "coura¬ 
geously standing up to mul¬ 
tinational tobacco com¬ 
panies and seeking just 
compensation the Brazilian 
people deserve." 

About 428 people die per 
day in Brazil because of 
nicotine dependency, and 
90%of lung cancercasesin 
the country are related to 
smoking tobacco, accord¬ 
ing to the Health Ministry. 


Brazil is considered a re¬ 
gional leader in tobacco 
control. 

Smoking is illegal in nearly 
all enclosed public plac¬ 
es, advertisements and 


promotions for tobacco 
products are banned, 
and cigarette packs carry 
graphic health warnings of 
cancer-infected lungs and

"Potentially," coach Steve 
Kerr said "Thursday, "but it's 
up in the air." 

"The team re-evaluated 
both players "Thursday and 
they are expected to be 
readyatsome pointduring 
Golden State's fifth straight 
fina Is. 

Durant is making progress 
in the training room and 
with moves he is able to 
handle in the weight room, 
Kerr said. 

"We've known all along, it's 
how he responds. "There's 
never been a point during 
this process where we've 


been able to say, 'he'sgo¬ 
ing to play on such and 
such date,' and there still 
isn't, so we just keep go¬ 
ing, keep moving forward," 
Kerr said. "... But again, he 
hasn't spent any time on 
the court with us, hasn't

Cousins is working back 
from a tom left quadriceps 
muscle sustained in Game 
2 of the first round against 
the Clippers. He practiced 
"Thursday for the first time 


since getting injured April 
16 in just his second career 
pla yoff game. 

'We'll see where my body 
takes me and we'll see 
what happens," Cousins 
said. "I feel good, a lot bet¬ 
ter than I was, I'm in a bet- 
terplace. I'mableto getup 
and down the court more. 
I'm able to play a little com¬ 
petition basketball." 

Andre Iguodala, who 
missed the Game 4 clinch¬ 
er against the Blazers with 
a sore left calf, didn't prac¬ 
tice "Thursday but is expect¬ 
ed to be at full strength to 
sta rt the fina Is.

George and Nikola Jokic, 
who was Denver's first All- 
NBA selection since Car- 
melo Anthony in 2010. 
Antetokounmpo and Hard¬ 
en were unanimous selec¬ 
tions, receiving all 100votes 
from a panel of sports writ¬ 
ers and broadcasters who 
had to choose two guards, 
two forwards for each of 
the three teams 
Walker was the final selec¬ 
tion but all that matters 
is that he made it. By do¬ 
ing so, he became eligi¬ 
ble to receive a five-year 
contract extension worth 
about $221 million from the 
Hornets if he opts to stay 
in Charlotte, a reward the 
NBA put in recently as fur¬ 
ther incentive to keep play¬ 
ers with theircurrentteams 
"The Hornets could have of¬ 
fered him about $30 million 
less if he wasn't selected 
and failed to eam the cri¬ 
teria forthe largest possible 
contract.

She'll be side¬ 
lined forthe season. 

The Storm took another 
hit this week when it was 
announced that veteran 
point guard Sue Bird was 
going to be sidelined indef¬ 
initely with a knee injury. Se¬ 
attle is also missing coach 
Dan Hughes for an indeter¬ 
minate amount of time as 
he battles cancer. 

'The most important thing 
to us is that Sue is healthy 
and strong. Based on her 
feedback and evaluation 
from her longtime surgeon 
and our medical team, it 
was determined the best 
course of action was a 
scope," Storm CEO and 
general manager Alisha 
Valavanis said. 'We have 
confidence this will support 
Sue's full recovery and we 
look forward to her return 
to the court." 

With the Storm short-hand¬ 
ed, Washington, LasVegas 
and LosAngelesare the fa¬ 
vorites to win the title.

Benedetti wins 
12th stage; Polanc 
takes Giro lead 


PINEROLO, Italy (AP) — 
Cesare Benedetti won 
the 12th stage ofthe Giro 
d'ltalia on Thursday for his 
first victory a sa professional 
while Jan Polanc took the 
overall leader's pink jersey 
from UAE Emirates team¬ 
mate Valerio Conti. 
Benedetti, an Italian with 
the Bora team who has 
been a support riderfor his 
entire career, was part of 
an early breakaway then 
accelerated from a select 
group of riders in a sprint 
finish. 

"I've worked a lot for the 
others in the past but to¬ 
day I got my opportunity," 
Benedetti said. "I'm not 
(usually) a winner." 
Benedetti required 3 hours, 
41 minutesto complete the 
158-kilometer (98-mile) leg 
from Cuneo to Pinerolo, 
which featured one major 
climb and another shorter 
but steeper ascent just be¬ 
fore the finish. 

Damiano Caruso crossed 
second and Eddie Dunbar 
came third, each with the 
same time as Benedetti. 
Polanc, a Slovenian who 
wasalso in the breakaway, 
finished 25secondsbehind. 


In the overall standings, 
Polanc leads Primoz Roglie 
by 4 minutes, 7 seconds 
Vincenzo Nibali, one ofthe 
pre-race favorites, is fifth 
overall, 5:51 behind.

Wearing a black shirt with 
"Fight for your happiness" 
on the front and "Sick not 
weak" on the back, Daniel 
Carrillo eats an apple as 
hiswife makesa cappucci¬ 
no nearby and theiroldest 
daughterscampersa round 
the kitchen. 

This is the family he always 
wanted, just not the life he 
expected. 

Carrillo is hurting inside and 
out after seven document¬ 
ed concussions in the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League and 
what he believes could be 
literally hundreds of trau¬ 
matic brain injuries. Once 
his wife Ela, son Austin, 
daughters Laila and Scar¬ 
lett and dog Bubba left the 
house, Carrillo explained 
where his head is at. It has 
been nearly a year since 
his last round of neurologi¬ 
cal treatment and right 
now the bad daysoutnum- 
berthe good. Darkness has 
returned. 

Ihisisa bad day. 

"I'm going to choose when 
I'm going to go," Carrillo 
sa id. "I'll ma ke tha t d ec isio n 
of how much pain I'm go¬ 
ing to put my loved ones 
through that are around 
me." 

He is just 34, hung up his 
skates in 2015 and wants to 
be known as Daniel Carril¬ 
lo who used to play hock¬ 
ey, not Daniel Carrillo the 
hockey player. He spends 
his days now trying to man¬ 
age the damage the sport 
did to him while also cru¬ 
sading against the concus¬ 
sions crisis that has hit the 
NHLoverthe pastdecade- 
plus Ihe league has taken 
steps to address the topic, 
but it has not faded from 
view by any means as the 
Stanley Cup Final opens 
Monday. 

Ihe league last fall settled 
a lawsuit for $18.9 million 
with more than 300 retired 
players after winning a key 
victory against class-action 
status. It included $22,000 
for each player and provi¬ 
sions for testing but no ac¬ 
knowledgement of liability 
for the players' claims the 
NHL failed to protect them 
from head injuries or warn 
them of the risks involved 


with playing. Commissioner 
Gary Bettman has con¬ 
sistently denied there is a 
conclusive link between re¬ 
peated blows to the head 
and the degenerative 
brain disease chronic trau¬ 
matic encephalopathy. 
Carcillo calls the concus¬ 
sions issue an epidemic, 
though the alumni asso¬ 
ciation and attorneys in¬ 
volved in lawsuits against 
the league cannot provide 
a real estimate of just how 
many former players might 
be suffering the same prob¬ 
lems as Carcillo — the kind 
of problems loved ones of 
players like Todd Ewen and 
Wade Belak noticed be¬ 
fore their suicides 
Carcillo doesn't remember 
any of his first five cone us 
sions but can't seem to es 
cape the anxiety, depres 
sion, lackof impulse control 
and suicidal thoughts that 
creep in. He feels better in 
the immediate aftermath 
of functional neurology 
therapy but that only helps 
Carcillo get back to his 
"new normal." It also costs 
$10,000 each time. 

"My greatest fear moving 
forward is that I will con¬ 
tract some sort of neuro¬ 
degene native disease like 
early-onset dementia, Al¬ 
zheimer's, Parkinson's, C7E," 
Carcillo said. "And then my 
wife and my two daugh- 
tersand my son will have to 
watch me deteriorate and 
die." 

Carcillo spends his days 
now speaking out about 
the dangersof brain injuries 
in hockey and othersports. 
He frequently takes to so¬ 
cial media, hoping to use 
the platform forthe greater 
good. 

But time is running out for 
the journeyman forward 
who played most recently 
for the Chicago Black- 
hawks Carcillo doesn't 
have a full-time job and 
estimates he has two years 
until he goes bankrupt. He 
considers selling his two 
Stanley Cup ringsto pay for 
treatment and support his 
family. 

Carcillo wants his day in 
court with the NH, to chart 
a path forthe rest of his life 
and to save others. It is a Iso 
a battle just to save himself 
after those 429 NHL games

"I keep up with my treat¬ 
ment," Carcillo said. "I de¬ 
scribe it as when you're 
losing your quality of life. 
Good days and bad days 
are normal, all good days 
aren't normal and all bad 
days aren't normal but you 
just have to weigh it.

places, like on the edge of 
killing myself. I just kind of 
weigh it against that — not 
waiting until I get to that 
place."

Carcillo can't change the 
punch to the head that

"It's been pretty, pretty mis 
erable: a lot of searching, 
a lot of treatment and a 
lot of money spent, a lot of 
friends lost," he said. "I need 
to get it figured out, orelse 
I don't think I'll be here that 
long. If I continue to feel 
this way, it doesn't bode

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Facebook: Rake account removal doubles in 6 months to 3B

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Facebook removed more 
than 3 billion fake accounts 
from October to March, 
twice as many as the pre¬ 
vious six months, the com¬ 
pany said Thursday. 

Nearly all of them were 
caught before they had a 
chance to become "ac¬ 
tive" users of the soc ia I net¬ 
work. 

In a new report, Face- 
book said it saw a "steep 
increase" in the creation 
of abusive, fake accounts 
While most of these fake 
accounts were blocked 
"within minutes" of their 
creation, the company 
said this increase of "auto¬ 
mated attacks" by bad ac¬ 
tors meant not only that it 
caught more of the fake 
accounts, but that more of 
them slipped through the 
cracks 

As a result, the company 
estimates that 5% of its 2.4 
billion monthly active us¬ 
ers are fake accounts, or 
about 119 million. This is up 
from an estimated 3%to 4% 
in the previous six-mo nth re¬ 
port. 

The increase shows the 
challenges Facebook fac¬ 
es in removing accounts 
created by computers to 
spread spam, fake news 
and other objectionable 
material. Even as Face- 
book's detection tools get

better, so do the efforts by 
the creators of these fake 
accountslhe new num¬ 
bers come as the compa¬ 
ny grapples with challenge 
after challenge, ranging 
from fake news to Face- 
book's role in elections in¬ 
terference, hate speech 
and incitement to violence 
in the U.S., Myanmar, India 
and elsewhere. 

Facebook also said Thurs¬ 
day that it removed more 
than 7 million posts, pho¬ 
tosand other material be¬ 
cause it violated its rules 
against hate speech. 


Facebook employs thou¬ 
sands of people to review 
posts, photos, comments 
and videos for violations 
Some things are also de¬ 
tected without humans, 
using artificial intelligence. 
Both humans and Al make 
mistakes and Facebook 
has been accused of po¬ 
litical bias as well as ham- 
fisted removals of posts dis¬ 
cussing — rather than pro¬ 
moting — racism. 

A thorny issue forFacebook 
is its lack of procedures for 
authenticating the identi¬ 
ties of those setting up ac¬ 


counts. Only in instances 
where a user has been 
booted off the service and 
won an appeal to be rein¬ 
stated does it ask to see ID 
documents. 

While some have argued 
for stricter authentication 
on social media services, 
the issue is thorny. People 
including U.N. free expres¬ 
sion rapporteur David Kaye 
say it's important to allow 
pseudonymous speech on¬ 
line for human rights activ¬ 
ists and others whose lives 
could otherwise be endan¬ 
gered. 


Dipayan Ghosh, a former 
Facebook employee and 
White House tech policy 
adviser who is currently a 
Harvard fellow, said absent 
greater transparency from 
Facebook there is no way 
of knowing whether its im¬ 
proved automated detec¬ 
tion is doing a better job of 
containing the disinforma¬ 
tion problem. 

'We lack public transpar¬ 
ency into the scale of dis¬ 
information operations on 
Fac ebook in the first place," 
he said. 

And even if just 5 million ac¬ 
counts escaped through 
the cracks, Ghosh added, 
how much hate speech 
and disinformation are they 
spreading through bots 
'that subvert the demo¬ 
cratic process by injecting 
chaos into our political dis¬ 
course?" 'The only way to 
address this problem in the 
long term isforgovemment 
to intervene and compel 
transparency into these 
platform operations and 
privacy for the end con¬ 
sumer," he said. 

Facebook CEO MarkZuck- 
erberg has called for gov¬ 
ernment regulation to de¬ 
cide what should be con¬ 
sidered harmful content 
and on other issues. But at 
least in the U.S., govern¬ 
ment regulation of speech 
could run into First Amend¬ 
ment hurdlesO

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A com¬ 
pany backed by tech bil¬ 
lionaire Elon Musk has been 
awarded a nearly $49 mil¬ 
lion contract to build a 
transit system using self-driv¬ 
ing vehicles underneath 
the Las Vegas Convention 
Center. 

The board of directors of 
the Las Vegas Conven¬ 
tion and Visitors Author¬ 
ity approved the contract 
Wednesday with The Bor¬ 
ing Company, the Musk- 
backed enterprise based 
in Hawthorne, California. 
People would be trans¬ 
ported underground on 
self-driving electric vehicles 
from three types of Tesla 
ModelXchassisThe system 
will be capable of trans¬ 


porting up to 16 people at 
time through parallel tun¬ 
nels, each running in a sin¬ 
gle direction. The twin tun¬ 


nel system will run less than 
a mile (1.6 kilometer) long. 
The system also will include 
a pedestrian tunnel and 


three underground stations 
accessible from conven¬ 
tion center's halls 
The company plans to im¬ 
mediately pursue permits 
to start construction in Sep¬ 
tember. It aims to debut 
the system by December 
2020. 

'The first thing that's impor¬ 
tant is to get it right," Au¬ 
thority President and CEO 
Steve Hill told the LasVegas 
Review-Journal . 'We want 
to do it as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, but we want our cus¬ 
tomers to be comfortable 
with it" 

Las Vegas Mayor Carolyn 
Goodman cast the only 
vote against the project. 
Ata meeting lastweek, she 
cited concerns about hir¬ 


ing a company that hasyet 
to delivera transit system. 
The authority will reimburse 
the company as it com- 
p letes c e rta in sta g es of the 
project, like completing ex¬ 
cavation forthe first station 
and digging the first 100 
feet (30.5 meters) of the 
first tunnel. Full payment is 
contingent on the compa¬ 
ny demonstrating that the 
system can support an av¬ 
erage of 4,400 passengers 
per hour. Construction will 
be able to proceed with¬ 
out disruption to traffic or 
other surface activity, Hill 
said. The system also could 
be expanded, which could 
be part of the solution to 
the city's transportation 
problems, he saidO

"Nowadays, with 
the employees coming in 
younger, you do have to 
have more of a family feel." 
"That means allowing more 
casual attire when clients 
aren't around, and giv¬ 
ing staffers laptops so they 
don't have to work long 
hours at their desks. 

'They want to be home. 
They want to be watch¬ 
ing the playoffs while they 
work," Perry says 
Small businesses' cultures 
are becoming a bigger 
priority as more owners re¬ 
spond to the dramatically 
different expectations of 
a younger work force and 
a low unemployment rate 
and shrinking labor pool 
that make it harder to 
find staffers In a survey re¬ 
leased last fall by Bank of 
America, a quarter of the 
1,067 owners surveyed said 
they were shifting to more 
flexible cultures in hopes 
of attracting the workers 
they want. Companies are 
creating environments that 
recognize staffers' need 
for growth in their careers, 
more balance between 


their work and personal 
lives and open communi¬ 
cation. And to have a role 
in the company's direction 
— employeesdon't wantto 
just do their work and keep 
quiet. 

'They want to feel appre¬ 
ciated and be included 
in the firm decisions," Perry 
says. 

They also need an atmo¬ 
sphere that's less rigid than 
old-style corporate environ¬ 
ments. Owners have come 
to recognize that read¬ 
ing personal email, texting 
friends and doing online 
searches for personal mat¬ 


ters are a part of life, and 
not just foryounger people. 
Baby boomer staffers are 
just as likely to be check¬ 
ing their phones periodi¬ 
cally during the day astheir 
younger colleagues a re. 
Guy Fardone recognizes 
that younger employees, 
those known as millennia Is, 
are in some regards more 
openly ambitious than 
baby boomers or Genera¬ 
tion Xers, people who are 
now in their 40s and 50s 
They want to know what 
their next move is. 

"Many millennia Is thrive 
on continuous growth op¬ 


portunities, which could 
take many forms: learning 
a new technology, get¬ 
ting a technical certifica¬

Bank says he is ready to 
make 'tough cuts" to im¬ 
prove the struggling bank's 
profitability and raise a "dis¬ 
appointing" share price as 
negative headlines con¬ 
tinue to plague Germany's 
biggest bank. 

Christian Sewing made the 
remarks Thursday in front of 
restive shareholders at the 
bank's annual meeting in 
Frankfurt, Geimany. 

He touted the bank's full- 
year profit from 2018 — 
the first since 2014 — and 
achievement of its cost¬ 


cutting goals The bank has 
cut staff to 91,700 employ¬ 
ees, from 99,700 in 2016. 

But the meeting takes 
place amid a heavy flow 
of bad news for the bank. 
Shares traded at record 
lowsTbursday, U.S. congres¬ 
sional committees have 
subpoenaed the bank re¬ 
cords of President Donald 
Trump, and on Wednes¬ 
day the firm admitted it 
had used faulty software to 
screen customer transac¬ 
tion formoney laundering. 
The bank has struggled for 
years with high costs, low 
profitability and heavy fines 
and settlements for regula¬ 
tory and legal breaches.Q

BERLIN (AP) — Scientists 
have observed wild chim¬ 
panzees tucking into an 
unusual snack: tortoises, 
whose hard shells they 
crack against tree trunks 
before scooping out the 
meat. 

In a paperpublished "Thurs¬ 
day by the journal Scien¬ 
tific Reports, researchers 
from Germany say the be¬ 
havior they spotted doz¬ 
ens of times in a group of 
chimpanzees at Loango 
National Park in Gabon 
bolsters the notion that hu¬ 
mankind's distant cousins 
develop their own distinct 
cultures. 

Tobias Deschner, one of 
the authors of the paper, 
said that while chimpan¬ 
zees and tortoises coex¬ 


ist elsewhere — and other 
primates such as baboons 
and mandrills a re known to 
feed on young, soft tortois¬ 
es — scientists have never 
before spotted any that 
crack open and eat the 
reptiles. 

One explanation could 
be that the Loango park 
region also has abundant 
hard-she lied fruit, like that 
from the strychnos tree, 
that also needs to be 
whacked against trees to 
open, prompting some 
enterprising chimpanzees 
to try the same on pass¬ 
ing tortoises, he said. But 
Deschner and colleagues 
from the University of Os-

Clotilda: LastU.& slave ship discovered among gatois, snakes

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) 

— The old wooden ship 
hull didn't look like much 
when researchers first saw 
it: just broken, waterlogged 
boardsand a few piecesof 
rusted meta I, a II stuc k in the 
muddy bottom of a bug- 
infested Alabama bayou 
where an alligatorand poi¬ 
sonous water moccasins 
swam nearby. 

Months later, after hun¬ 
dreds of hours of study and 
testing, historians say the 
wreck is the Clotilda , the 
last ship known to trans¬ 
port African captives to 
the American South foren- 
sla vement. 

"fhe question now becomes 
what to do with the rem¬ 
nants of a ghostly vessel 
that's a testament to the 
horrorof human bondage. 
Some have suggested rais¬ 
ing the ship and putting it 
in a museum. Others want 
it to become the center- 
piece of a national memo- 
rialto the slave trade. Leav¬ 
ing the remains in the Mo¬ 
bile River and marking the 
area reverently is another 
possibility. 

Joycelyn Davis, a descen¬ 
dant of one of the Afri¬ 
cans held captive aboard 
the ship, said she wants to 
somehow honor both the 
ship's human cargo and 
the hand work of them 
and their descendants in 
forming Africa town USA , a 
coastal community where 
the Africans settled when 
they were freed from slav¬ 
ery afterthe Civil War. 

"I gotchillswhen it heard it," 
said Davis, who still lives in 
the area. 

James Delgado, a mari¬ 
time archaeologist who 
helped lead the team that 
verified the wreck as the 
Clotilda, said Thursday that 
the ship's remains are deli¬ 
cate but the potential for 
both research and inspira¬ 
tion are enormous. 


"Nobody has ever found 
one of these this intact and 
been able to dig it up, and 
that is now possible," said 
Delgado, of the Florida- 
based SEARCH Inc. 

Officials with the Alabama 
Historical Commission will 
meet next week with resi¬ 
dents in Africa town, just a 
few miles north of down¬ 
town Mobile, to detail the 
discovery and begin a 
discussion about the next 
steps 

The Clotilda's unique di¬ 
mensions made it a one- 
of-a-kind Gulf Coast schoo¬ 
ner, and it made multiple 
cargo tripsin the region be¬ 
fore pla ntation ownerfimo- 
thy Meaherof Mobile hired 
it in 1860foran illegal trip to 
Africa to gatherslaves, Del¬ 


gado said. 

Importation of slaves had 
been banned in 1808 and 
was punishable by death, 
so the Clotilda's captain, 
William Foster, burned the 
vessel in a riverbayou north 
of Mobile after unloading 
about 110 captives on to a 
steamboat. 

Foster kept a detailed log 
of everything he did, Del¬ 
gado said, and thathelped 
lead to the discovery of the 
wreck. 

A Mobile-area reporter, 
Ben Raines, spumed fresh 
interest in the Clotilda last 
year by publishing a de¬ 
tailed account of a wreck 
that could have been the 
Clotilda but turned out to 
be thatof anotherwooden 
ship. The publicity resulted 


in a new sea rc h that led re¬ 
sea rc hers to the spot where 
a wreck wasfound. A team 
descended on the wood¬ 
en hulk to take measure¬ 
ments and gather a few 
loose pieces for ana lysis. 
Using detailed archival re¬ 
cords of more than 1,500 
ship registries, researchers 
determined the half-buried 
ship was the exact size and 
shape ofthe Clotilda. Itwas 
also in the same spot and 
the same depth of water 
where the captain wrote of 
scuttling the vessel to hide 
evidence after its one and 
only voyage as a slaver, 
Delgado said. 

"About ha If of the ship rises 
above the river bottom," 
he said. 'The hull is there, 
burned down to the water¬ 


line and above it in a few 
places" 

With a gator living nearby 
and snakes everywhere, 
research divers descended 
into the brackish, muddy 
coastal waterto determine 
what remained. Visibility 
was virtually zero, and one 
diver standing in the hull 
nearly impaled herself on 
a broken plank, Delgado 
said. 

"It is not a place anyone 
would want to dive," he 
said. 

But teams were able to 
gather a few loose planks 
and pieces of metal, Del¬ 
gado said, and foren¬ 
sic analysis showed they 
matched materials that 
detailed records showed 
were used in the Clotilda's 
construction. 

One big question is what 
might be inside the still- 
unexcavated hold, where 
the African captives were 
kept. Delgado said the 
area could contain casks 
or food buckets or even 
manacles, but further ex¬ 
cavation work is required. 
While there are no known 
photographs of the Clo¬ 
tilda, Labarron Lewis of 
Mobile painted a giant 
roadside mural depicting 
the ship along a busy road 
through Africatown two 
years ago. The announce¬ 
ment ofthe ship's discovery 
came as he was planning 
to touch up the painting, 
which wasbased on an im¬ 
age he found on the inter¬ 
net. 

It a Iso left Lewis wondering 
whether he is a descen¬ 
dant of the Clotilda's last 
surviving African, Cud jo 
Lewis, who died in 1935 
and was featured in the 
best-selling "Barracoon" by 
the late Zara Neale Hur¬ 
ston, released last year. 

"My granddaddy's brother 
looked just like Cud jo Lew¬ 
is," the paintersaid.Q

Wallenda plans to cross 
New York's Times Square — 
without his feet touching 
the ground. 


ABC announced Thursday 
that Wallenda and his sister 
Lijana will cross the tourist 
hotspot during a 1,300-foot 
(396-meter) simultaneous 
highwire walk 25 stories 
above the ground. ABC 
will air the attempt during 
a two-hour prime-time spe¬ 
cial on J une 23. 

It will be Lijana Wallenda's 
first highwire walk since a 
2017 a c c id e nt in Flo rid a left 
her and four other mem¬ 
bers of the family's troupe 
seriously injured . The Times 
Square walk will involve un¬ 
specified safety devices, 
but organizers say it does 
not eliminate all risks 
ABC says the siblings will 
start from opposite ends of 
the wire, which will be sus¬ 
pended between two of

Nik Wallenda said in a 
statement: "I am beyond 
excited to be able to walk 
with my sister, Lija na, as she 
overcomes near-death in¬ 
juries and continues the 
Wallenda tradition of never 
giving up."

IDS ANGELES (AP) — Kim 

Kandashian West isn't the 
only celebrity speaking out 
forprison reform. It'sa topic 
that was also very impor¬ 
tant to slain rapper Nipsey 
Hussle, and to Common, 
Kevin Hart and a host of 
others who consider the 
criminal justice system of¬ 
ten unfair and dehuman¬ 
izing . 

Hussle served time before 
he was shot to death on 
March 31 and was raising 
awareness for changes 
Last October, he head¬ 
lined a free #TimeDone 
campaign concert to bring 
awareness to the 70 mil¬ 
lion Americans living with a 
past conviction. 

In February, while attend¬ 
ing the Grammy Awards, 
Hussle explained why the 
topic of prison reform was 
among his priorities. 

"I grew up in South Central 
Los Angeles You know we 
come from gang culture so 
we dealt with the system 
a lot," he told The Associ¬ 


ated Press 'We saw first¬ 
hand over-sentencing, un¬ 
fair probation, the policies 
and stuff, so to see people 
putting energy into reform¬ 
ing that and just making it 
a little closer to what's fair, 
you know what I mean? I 
think that it's an important 
subject. It's an important 
movement that we should 
all support." 

Hussle was on the advisory 
board of WordsUncaged, 
a nonprofit where prisoners 
serving life sentences learn 
to reclaim their voices and 


reflect upon the harm they 
have caused through nar¬ 
rative therapy and creative 
writing workshops. 

Producer and rapper DJ 
Mustard, who is a Gram¬ 
my winner and has col¬ 
laborated with Hussle, has 
a cousin, Theodore, who 
is currently incarcerated. 
Mustard said prison reform 
is "super important" to him 
because often, people 
are "accused of something 
they didn't even do." 

'They take the time for it not 
knowing, not having any 


lawyers, not even being in 
the right state of mind to 
even fight the case oreven 
have enough moneyto get 
a lawyerto fight the case," 
he said. 

His cousin was sentenced 
to 80yearsto life asa teen¬ 
ager. 

"At that time, we didn't 
have money to go for a 
good lawyer and now 
we're fighting and fighting 
and fighting to get him out. 
That's a lot of people's cas¬ 
es throughout the world," 
Mustard said. 


Common, a Grammy, Os- 
carand Emmy winner, was 
touched in particular by 
the cause through his work 
on the 2014 film "Selma," 
the story of the 1965 voting 
rig hts marches in Alabama. 
The 'Glory" rapper has per¬ 
formed at numerous con¬ 
certs inside California pris¬ 
ons and is a frequent visitor 
to the men of one in Los 
Angeles County where all 
are serving life sentences. 

"I think one of the things 
that I've experienced from 
meeting men and women 
who were incarcerated 
was that they wanted to 
feel humanized. They want¬ 
ed people to know that 
they were human beings," 
Common said. 'The plac¬ 
es that I've been, I've met 
some of the best human 
beings I've ever met in my 
life in prison that were do¬ 
ing life without parole that 
had actually committed vi¬ 
olent crimes and had com¬ 
mitted murders, but then 
were able to acknowledge 
that and try to move past it 
and do the woric'O 


The Tiger Who Came to lea 1 author J udith Kerr dies at 95

LONDON (AP) — Judith 
Kerr, a refugee from Nazi 
Germany who wrote and 
illustrated the bestselling 
'The Tiger Who Came to 
Tea" and other beloved 
children's books, has died 
at the age of 95. 
HarperCollins chief execu¬ 
tive Charlie Redmayne an¬ 
nounced her death Thurs¬ 
day. The publisher said 
she died at her home on 
Wednesday after a brief ill¬ 
ness. 

Kerr "was a brilliantly talent¬ 
ed artist and storyteller who 
has left us an extraordinary 
body of work," he said. 

The beguiling story of the 
tea-drinking tiger has been 
shared by parents with 
young children since it was 
first published in 1968 and 
hasneverbeen out of print. 
It has sold more than 5 mil¬ 
lion copies 

The book, with its memora¬ 
ble illustrations and simple 
surprises, conveys a sense 
of wonder and possibil¬ 
ity that generations of chil¬ 


dren embraced. 

Her next book introduced 
Mog the cat, who starred 
in some 15 books and de¬ 
veloped a large following 
until 'Goodbye Mog" was 
published in 2002. 

The popular feline was 
brought back in 2015 for 


"Mog's Christmas Calam¬ 
ity,"which raised more than 
1 million pounds for a liter¬ 
acy campaign with charity 
Save the Children. 

Her third book, 'When Hit¬ 
ler Stole Pink Rabbit", was 
an autobiographical story 
based on her family's es¬ 


cape from Nazi Germany 
in the 1930s. 

Cressida Cowell, author 
of the "How to Train Your 
Dragon" series, said Kerr 
was "a true creative hero" 
who will be missed. 

'She came to this country 
asa refugee and hasgiven 


so much back with her joy¬ 
ful creatio ns and gentle hu¬ 
mor," Cowell said. "She has 
inspired generation after 
generation of children to 
read forpleasure." 

Peter Florence, the direc¬ 
tor of Britain's Hay Festival, 
a literary event where Ken - 
made many appearances, 
said the author "had grace, 
bom of wisdom, generosity 
ofspiritand the resilience of 
a woman who had been a 
refugee from the extremes 
of 20th century history." 

He said she has "brought 
millions of people to books" 
by bringing the Tiger and 
Mog to life. 

'When Hitler Stole Pink Rab¬ 
bit isone ofthe greatbooks 
of ourtimes. I am so glad to 
have heard her in Hay so 
often. We've been blessed. 
And we have her with us 
forever in print." 

Kerr was bom in Berlin but 
left Germany with her fam¬ 
ily in 1933 to escape Nazi 
tyranny. The family settled 
in England, where she stud¬ 
ied art and worked as a

LOS ANG ELES (AP) — Some 
of Lionsgate's most popula r 
film franchises from "Hunger 
Games" to "Twilight" will be 
brought to life when the stu¬ 
dio opens what it calls the 
world's first vertical theme 
park in China this summer. 
Lionsgate Entertainment 
World will offer several ad¬ 
ventures including a vir¬ 
tual reality motorcycle 
ride based on 'Twilight," a 
maximum-security prison 
breakout like in "Escape 
Plan" and a replica of The 
Capitol lobby from "Hun¬ 
ger Games," complete with 
shops where guests can 
fashion themselves in the 
film's distinctive couture. 
More than 25 rides and vir¬ 
tual reality experiences will 
pack a sleek, futuristic look¬ 
ing bean-shaped building 
that stands 10 stories high. 
The theme park, which will 
also include attractions 
based on films such as "Di¬ 
vergent," "Now You See 
Me" and "Gods of Egypt," is 
scheduled to open in July 
on Hengqin Island located 
in Zhuhai, China. 

"We found a way to create 
this theme park experience 
inside of one box over mul¬ 
tiple floors," said Jenefer 
Brown, senior vice presi¬ 
dent of Global Live and 
Location Based Entertain¬ 
ment at Lionsgate. 

"We created experiences 
that are immersive, that tell 
stories and are organic to 
the brands," she said. "It's a 
mix of all the cutting-edge 
attractions that you'll find in 
entertainment right now." 
Brown said Lionsgate de¬ 
cided to create its first 
theme park to expand their 
international brand into 
China where films like "Twi¬ 
light" and "Gods of Egypt" 
are popular. She said the 
studio hopes to capitalize 
off Zhuhai's emerging sta¬ 
tus as a tourist destination 
and its proximity to Macau, 
which is considered the 
"Las Vegas of China." She 
said the Chimelong Ocean 
Kingdom theme park in 
Zhuhai has already drawn 
tens of millions of people. 
The Santa Monica, Califor¬ 
nia-based company ex¬ 
pects to have around 1.5 
million park goers this year. 
"We would complement 
Macau," Brown said. "The 


idea is to have Vegas and 
Orlando right next to each 
other and create this su¬ 
per tourist destination. ... 
People are already com¬ 
ing here. But we're on the 
early side in terms of devel¬ 
opment on the island. It's 
growing into this dedicated 
kind of entertainment tour¬ 
ist place and virtual con¬ 
tainment vessel." 

Lionsgate Entertainment 
World would be the first 
movie-themed park on 
Hengqin Island. Disney has 
a theme resort in Shang¬ 
hai, and Universal has plans 


for a park based on its fran¬ 
chises, including "Fast and 
the Furious," in Beijing. 

The theme park will be a 
part of a large destination 
called Novotown, a multi¬ 
phase project that includes 
a hotel and office tow¬ 
ers along with retail dining 
and entertainment. Future 
phases include plans for 
the National Geographic 
Ultimate Explorer and Real 
Madrid interactive experi¬ 
ences, as well as an inter¬ 
national school will be built 
offering British-based edu¬ 
cation.
